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Voter turnout expected to be high next week

The gubernatorial race, the number of 
elected seats on the ballot and general dissatis¬ 
faction among voters regarding the state econ¬ 
omy is fueling what is expected to be a high 
voter turnout next Tuesday. 

Romulus City Clerk Linda Choate said her 
office has been busy mailing 1,200 absentee 
ballots — which is substantially higher than 
usual. 

“Normally, we send out about 700 to 800 
absentee ballots,” she said. “We’ve seen very 
busy around here. There seems to be a little 
more interest this year” 

Also expected to be larger in number are 
the lines when polls open on Nov. 7, Choate 
said. “We think there’s going to be a 50 percent 
turnout this year, which is pretty good.” 

That means about 8,000 residents among 
the 16,000 registered voters in Romulus will 
help decide several elected spots and propos¬ 
als. 

This year, there are no local ballot ques¬ 
tions, but several local positions will be decid¬ 


ed. 

State Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) will face 
off with Republican newcomer FYed Kalsic for 
the opportunity to represent District 8, as will 
State Rep. Hoon-Yung Hopgood, who will chal¬ 
lenge first-time candidate Ben Armstrong (R- 
Thylor). 

Basham, who is seeking a second term on 
the state senate, said he is confident about his 
chances for re-election 

“Tve done my job here,” he said. “I don’t 
think you ever want to be too confident about 
being re-elected, though. I think it’s best to say 
that I’m cautiously optimistic.” 

Also seeking a third, six-year term is 34th 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green. 
She is being challenged by Thomas Dipietro, a 
Belleville attorney. The 34th District Court 
serves Romulus, Belleville, Van Buren 
Township and Huron Township. 

County Commissioner Ed Boike (D-Taylor) 
is seeking a tenth, two-year term on the 16- 
member Wayne County Commission. He is 
challenged by David Garassi, a Republican. 

Statewide offices — apart from the guber¬ 
natorial contest between Gov. Jennifer 


Granholm and Grand Rapids businessman 
Dick DeVos — are also on the ballot 

Senator Debbie Stabenow (D-Mich.) is fac¬ 
ing off with Oakland County Sheriff Michael 
Bouchard (R-Mich.). Democratic Rep. John 
Dingell, who represents Romulus, is facing 
third-party challengers Aimee Smith of the 
Green Party, Robert Czak of the U.S. Taxpayers 
Party, and Greg Stempfle of the Libertarian 
Party. 

Attorney General Mike Cox will also defend 
his seat from Amos Williams, an attorney in 
private practice 

Statewide proposals are also bringing peo¬ 
ple to the polls. Proposal 2 would ban the use 
of affirmative action programs in state hiring, 
state contracts and college admission. 

Proposal 5 would guarantee school per- 
pupil funding increases at the rate of inflatioa 
Schools went for three years, between 2002 
and 2004, without funding increases. 

Proposal 3 would re-introduce dove hunting 
to Michigan. Currently, under state law, doves 
are a protected species. 

Nine polling locations will be open from 7 
am. to 8 p.m. throughout the city, said Choate.

Men airested after robbeiy, trip

The men police say are 
responsible for robbing a 
Romulus woman of more than 
$20,000 were located in Detroit 
after spending some of the 
money at a motel in the resort 
town of Ludington, off the coast 
of Lake Michigan, last weekend. 

The suspects - who are 32 and 


39 years old and live in Westland 
— were arrested by Michigan 
State Police troopers after a rou¬ 
tine traffic stop in Detroit, said 
Det. Sgt. Andrew Fias of the 
Michigan State Police Hart Post 
“They were caught by our 
Detroit Post in Detroit on 
Sunday,” he said. “They spent 
about four days up here. Though 
they were arrested in Detroit 
and the crime is out of Romulus, 


there are some significant ties 
here.” 

Fias did say that the State 
Police, which executed a search 
warrant on the motel room, 
launched a full-scale investiga¬ 
tion. They did find evidence in 
the room that may lead to addi¬ 
tional charges against the men, 
but Fias said he couldn’t release

Boys and girls will be learning 
together for the foreseeable future 
at Romulus Community Schools. 

Recent state provisions put 
into effect by the Michigan 
Legislature that allows public 
schools more leeway in creating 
girls- and boys-only classes has 
sparked many responses from res¬ 
idents and education leaders, but 
there is currently no discussion at 
board offices or among schools 
officials to create any new, same- 
sex classes, said district 
spokesman Dick Kruse. 

“I think there’s a place for that 
sort of program, but we aren’t talk¬ 
ing about it,” he said. “It could 
come up, though.” 

Opponents of same-sex class¬ 
rooms or schools under the aus¬ 
pices of a public school district 
worry that if separated, boys and 
girls may not receive the same 
level of instruction. Supporters 
said the concept may improve a 
student’s ability to concentrate in 
the classroom. 

Carl Weiss, the new superin¬ 
tendent of Romulus Schools, was 
unavailable for comment about 
the same sex schools or classes. 
The district has undergone some 
changes, however Weiss instituted

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State offers help 
with heating costs

Families living in western Wayne County 
who are having trouble paying their utility 
bills may qualify for some help from the 
state. 

The Michigan Public Service 
Commission has earmarked $45 million in 
energy assistance funds to help residents 
affected by the lackluster economy keep 
pace with escalating utility costs. 

In Wayne and Monroe counties, those 
funds will be dispersed by the Downriver 
Community Conference, which has received 
$500,000 in funds to assist low-income resi¬ 
dents. 

State Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) said 
that the downriver community has been hit 
especially hard by job losses, which may 
make several residents eligible for assis¬ 
tance. 

“Although energy costs have dropped 
slightly they still pose a significant burden 
for many and have the potential to cripple 
household budgets,” he said. “Those espe¬ 
cially hard hit are low-income and fixed- 
income families already struggling to make 
ends meet Grants like this will help keep 


vulnerable families warm and intact” 

Paula Anderson, the director of weather- 
ization for the Downriver Community 
Conference, said this is the second consecu¬ 
tive year that her organization has partici¬ 
pated in the public service commission 
grant program. 

“We serviced about 900 clients last year, 
and we expect it may be more this year” she 
said. 

The amount of the grant for the downriv¬ 
er area is more than it was last year, 
Anderson added. 

The conference and the commission are 
still ironing out details of the grant program, 
but federal income guidelines will be used 
to determine the amount of assistance pro¬ 
vided to each individual applicant 

Anderson said applicants would be asked 
to come into their Southgate offices to fill 
out paperwork and show caseworkers verifi¬ 
cation of their income. 

The conference was one of 10 organiza¬ 
tions statewide receiving a piece of the $45 
million pie late last month. 

The funds will be available beginning 
Jaa 1, 2007. Individuals needing assistance 
with home heating bills are encouraged to 
contact the conference at (734) 362-3475.

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Senator leans on ideas and experience

Senator Raymond Basham 
said there’s really one issue that 
overrides all others this year: 
Creating good jobs for Michigan 
residents. 

The legislator, who is seeking 
his second term in the Michigan 
Senate, said he believes that the 
types of jobs that have come into 
District 8 (Romulus, Wayne, 
Taylor, Southgate, Riverview, 
Wyandotte, Lincoln Park, Allen 
Park, Melvindale and Ecorse), 
which are mainly in the service 
and temporary employment sec¬ 
tor, are not the ones that that 
should be relied on for an eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

“We need to ask businesses 
that not only if they are providing 
jobs, but if they are providing 
high-paying jobs,” he said. “We 
need to ask if these are the kinds 
of jobs that people can have and 
continue to support themselves.” 

Basham, a Democrat who is 
campaigning against Republic 


FYed Kalsic for what will be his 
last term in the state senate, has 
built his candidacy around these 
issues and two others that are 
important to residents. Those are 
finding ways to help employers 
provide healthcare to the esti¬ 
mated 900,000 employed resi¬ 
dents who labor without health 
insurance, and finding ways to 
attract the high-tech jobs 
Michigan needs to diversify the 
economy. 

“We have a highly-motivated, 
highly trained workforce, and we 
need to do a better job of telling 
businesses about what we have to 
offer, and why they should come 
here to do business,” he said. ‘We 
do that already, but we need to be 
more aggressive to bring jobs to 
the state.” 

One issue Basham is taking on 
is the lack of healthcare options 
for residents, many of whom are 
working in full time jobs that 
either can’t or won’t offer health 
insurance. 

He has recently introduced 
legislation that would require 


companies that are profitable but 
still refuse to insure their work¬ 
ers to reimburse the Medicaid 
system, which ends up paying for 
care for these workers. Basham 
said this sets up a corporate wel¬ 
fare system that is a burden to 
taxpayers, who pay for Medicaid. 

“If a company is profitable, 
they should offer insurance,” he 
said. “It’s a different story if 
they’re struggling (financially). 
But we have more than one com¬ 
pany operating in Michigan that 
has a high percentage of employ¬ 
ees on Medicaid, and they should 
have to pick up some of the bur¬ 
den if they’re making a profit 
here.” 

Basham, who is term limited, 
also spent two terms as the state 
representative for Romulus, and 
began his career as a Taylor city 
councilman. He said his career 
has been a long one because he 
understands the problems 
encountered by district residents 
and local municipalities, and has 
worked hard for solutions. 

“Our job should always be to

lift up, not to push down,” he 
said. 

Basham has introduced legis¬ 
lation taking on several issues, 
including the Medicaid reim¬ 
bursement bill. Others include a 
provision that would limit the 
ability of persons to sue police 
officers who render assistance to 
them while they’re off duty, and 
legislation that would ban smok¬ 
ing in restaurants and other pub¬ 
lic buildings. 

The general election will take 
place Nov. 7. 


Schools concerned about modified restraint laws

A modification in the school 
restraint and seclusion policy is 
leaving area administrators con¬ 
cerned about how the change 
would help. 

The policy change could pro¬ 
hibit the use of seclusion— 
defined as the confinement of a 
student alone in a room or an 
area from which exit is prevent¬ 
ed—along with limits on 
restraint during emergency situ¬ 
ations. 

The Michigan Association of 
School Administrators (MASA) 
opposes the statewide change. 

They believe the original 
draft developed by a statewide 
reference group-made up of par¬ 


ents, advocates, educators and 
policy makers-charged with 
developing the standards for 
seclusion and restraint, ade¬ 
quately balances the need to pro¬ 
tect the rights of students, while 
allowing the school staff to pro¬ 
vide an environment conducive 
to safety and learning. The rec¬ 
ommendation the Michigan 
Department of Education (MDE) 
may approve is not reflective of 
that; it will severely restrict the 
options schools can use to pro¬ 
tect the safety of its students and 
staff, according to the MASA, offi¬ 
cials. 

‘As it stands now it will jeop¬ 
ardize the safety of the general 
education classroom,” said Brad 
Biladeau, director of government 
relations for the MASA. “If you 


look at it, it serves as a calcifica¬ 
tion for current law and our fear 
is the way it reads, it will prohibit 
teachers from adequately 
addressing emergency situations 
that arise in the classroom, like 
firearms, weapons, abuses and 
other threats.” 

Ray Gross, director of instruc¬ 
tion for the Van Buren Public 
School District, said there needs 
to be guidelines for dealing with 
restraint and seclusion, but it’s a 
delicate balance. 

‘There are situations where 
people are in danger or hurt and 
restraint has to be used,” he said. 

Gross, a former principal, said 
there really shouldn’t be a need 
for physical force that often. It 
should not be a standard prac¬ 
tice, he said. 


The “Supporting Student 
Behavior: Standards for the 
Emergency Use of Seclusion and 
Restraint and Recommended 
Strategic Directives” policy 
would guarantee safety of staff 
and students along with the pro¬ 
fessional development and train¬ 
ing in a way that is least harmful, 
according to the MDE. 

“There has been a lot of inter¬ 
est and public testimony. The 
issue is how much restraint and 
seclusion should schools be 
allowed,” said Martin Ackley, 
spokesperson for the MDE. “It’s 
a sensitive issue. 11 

The policy, which would apply 
to all students, will come back to 
the state board of education at 
the Nov. 14 meeting for possible 
action, according to Ackley. 


Westland police investigate series of home invasions

Four men are in custody for 
allegedly perpetrating a series of 
armed home invasions in 
Westland and Canton Township. 

From September to mid- 
October, Westland was plagued 
by a series of armed home inva¬ 
sions in which gun-toting thieves 
bound and harassed residents 
while stealing their belongings. 

Westland police responded to 
home invasion at the Point West 


apartment complex on Cottrill 
Road that ended with a car being 
stolen. Later recovered by the 
Canton Police Department, 
Ridener said that further investi¬ 
gation found an unexpected fin¬ 
gerprint inside. 

According to Westland Police 
Lt James Ridener, the print was 
traced to 18-year-old James 
Michael Hobson of Canton. He 
was arrested on Friday when 
police delivered a warrant to his 
apartment He subsequently con¬ 
fessed to the Sept. 20 armed 


home invasion and implicated 
three other people, Ridener said. 

“We executed three search 
warrants over the weekend,” 
said Ridener 

As a result of those warrants, 
police have since taken several 
other individuals into custody. 
Twenty-three year old Harry 
Taylor, also known as Harry 
Miller, of Canton was arrested 
Friday night. Decory Lamar 
Sharpe, 19, of Westland was 
picked up on Saturday after¬ 
noon. Lastly, 19-year-old 


Laquinta Curtez Terry, who 
Ridener said is officially a 
Canton resident though he fre¬ 
quently stays in Southfield, was 
arrested early Monday morning 
“All have subsequently con¬ 
fessed to different parts of the 
robberies,” said Ridener 

Hobson and Taylor have been 
charged with home invasion— 
first degree, armed robbery, 
felony firearm, and, under a new 
law, with torture for allegedly 
binding and ‘terrorizing’ home- 
owners.

Schools of Choice at the district 
after the former superintendent -

“cell phone” lane 

The Wayne County 
Airport Authority (WCAA) 
has opened a cell-phone 
waiting lane near the Smith 
Terminal at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport to help 
alleviate vehicle congestion 
at the arrivals curb. 

‘Airport management has 
always said that curb fronts 
are for active loading and 
unloading only, but many 
people drive up to the curb 
to wait for arriving passen¬ 
gers who are not ready at the 
curb,” said WCAA CEO 
Lester Robinsoa “These lin¬ 
gering vehicles create traffic 
congestion and cause securi¬ 
ty concerns. Airport Police 
have no choice but to direct 
them away from the curb.” 

Once an arriving passen¬ 
ger is at the curb with their 
luggage, they can contact 
their ride on their cell phone 
and be picked up within a 
minute. 

The lane is located across 
from the North Terminal 
construction site. There is 
enough space to comfortably 
accommodate at least 30 
vehicles.

Charter needs slow change

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Hey, some leadership, please 


Voters in the City of Inkster will face an important choice when 
they go to the polls next week; what should be done with the city char¬ 
ter? 

A complete revision of the 42-year-old document is on the ballot 
with several proposed changes, some good and some bad. 

That, unfortunately, is the problem. It’s an all or nothing deal and 
for that reason, we think voters should reject the proposed changes. 

The revision effort has the best interests of the city at heart In fact, 
it’s stated in the proposed new preamble of the document: to progres¬ 
sively move our city forward. 

This is a process that has been steeped in controversy from the 
beginning however, when it was thought it was an attempt to change 
the city from a traditional city manager-council form of government to 
one where an elected mayor would run the day-to-day operations of 
the city. 

That is no longer part of the equation, but the document suggests 
several changes for the role of the mayor Most notably, it grants him or 
her a veto power and we just don’t see the need for that A mayor with 
such a power is a relative rarity. We also don’t think the mayor needs 
his or her own discretionary fund. 

The revision suggests some positive changes, such as a consultation

It will, too; the final decision on where the 
mural(s) will be painted rests in their hands, as well 
as what it depicts. 

So far, though, it hasn’t seemed like they’ve been 
paying attention. The money for the program was 
set aside in the Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) budget in 2006—a carryover from the previ¬ 
ous year, when it was also in the budget It didn’t 
generate much comment during that budget 
process, nor did it when the city council voted—in 
front of the camera—to approve the contract with 
Josh Winer and David Ffchter. 

The concern only came up after that vote, when 
people questioned members of the council about 
the wisdom of the expense, given the layoffs and 
program cuts that were a part of the 2006 budget 
The city was already on the hook for $16,000 at that 
point, because the first portion of the payment was 
due when the contract was ‘finalized.’ 

So I hoped that some member of the city council 
would take the opportunity at the last city council 
meeting to explain the expense and why they decid¬ 
ed to go ahead with the project, but no such expla¬ 
nation came during the city council comments por¬ 
tion of the meeting 

It should have gone something like this: 

“I (or we) have been getting some calls question¬ 
ing why we would spend money on a mural program 
after we asked every department to trim money 
from their respective budgets. Wouldn’t that money 
be better spent elsewhere? 



“The answer is, even if it 
would be, it can’t be The money 
comes from our DDA, which 
was set up to capture tax revenues that will then be 
put back into the district to make improvements in 
the downtown It’s not a piggy bank It’s designed to 
enhance the downtown with the hopes that it will 
help the rest of the community to flourish. 

“We understand that we are facing difficult eco¬ 
nomic times. We heard all the concerns over layoffs 
and budget cuts. We felt that, too, because none of us 
like making these difficult decisions in our home 
town 

“We still think it’s important to try to improve 
that town, though. We need to improve our image, to 
change the mindset of those who want to do busi¬ 
ness here. We want to raise the bar. 

“Here’s the thing: we can’t put it off because we 
are facing difficult economic times. We will 
ALWAYS be facing difficult economic times unless 
we try to do something other than just keeping the 
lights on and the basic services running This will 
not change our situation overnight, but it’s a good 
first step.” 

I think this program should just be a first step, 
too. The money being discussed, about $50,000, is 
about one percent of the overall DDA budget every 
year. Granted, the DDA pays for other improve¬ 
ments, too, like the downtown streetscape, but if you 
can’t make a case to set aside a little extra for other 
enhancements, isn’t this all a moot point, anyway?

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Taking a chance on state 


Quite a few people asked me 
where I disappeared to for nearly 
two weeks last month. 

The answer is that I purchased 
my first home, and needed to move 
my things from my current place to 
this one. Like many people who 
have the means to purchase a 
fixer-upper, it was a great time to 
buy -1 have two bedrooms, a two- 
car garage, a deck, and a huge cor¬ 
ner lot in a very respectable 
municipality slightly outside our 
newspaper circulation area 

I wouldn’t describe my home as 
dilapidated. A better word would 
be unloved. 

My new neighbors tell me that a 
young man, about 20 years old, 
bought the house, put a new front 
porch on it, knocked out some 
walls and part of the ceiling, then 
disappeared. 

They believe he lost his job, and 
this new home went away, mid¬ 
construction, once his paychecks 
stopped. 

The embodiment of my dream 
became his nightmare, and these 
heartbreaking stories are all over 
Michigan right now as the state 
continues to struggle. 

The housing market - once the 
one thing that kept our economy 
afloat after 9-11 and thereafter - is 


falling apart 

This could just be a correction 
in the market from over-inflated 
prices, but still, residents that paid 
what looked like a reasonable 
price five or 10 years ago may take 
a hit if they have to leave the state 
for work 

It’s not only a Michigan prob¬ 
lem. A report on a nightly news 
program profiled desperate sellers 
from all over the U.S. trying any¬ 
thing to sell their homes. One man 
in Florida who paid $680,000 for 
his waterfront home couldn’t find 
a seller and put the place up auc- 
tioa It fetched $220,000. His only 
comment was, “Obviously, I’m real¬ 
ly disappointed.” 

The key to recovery is jobs and 
logical provisions to safeguard 
American employment - some¬ 
thing that is in short supply 
around here. 

Less than one week before we 
elect a new governor to lead this 
state out of the doldrums, we need 
to start asking some questions of 
the two candidates seeking the 
spot 

Not much has been done here 
for the last four years, and we 
need to ask Gov. Granholm what 
she plans to do make things better 
in another term. We also need to 


ask Dick 
DeVos to 
more specifi¬ 
cally lay out his plan, because 
right now, it appears like he does¬ 
n’t have one 

Both of them need to be asked 
how they will work with legisla¬ 
tors in Washington to repair the 
federal trade deficit, and the 
answer of, “we have to compete,” 
isn’t good enough.

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A modification in the school 
restraint and seclusion policy is 
leaving area administrators con¬ 
cerned about the affects of the 
change 

The policy change could pro¬ 
hibit the use of seclusion— 
defined as the confinement of a 
student alone in a room or an 
area from which exit is prevent¬ 
ed—along with limits on restraint 
during emergency situations. 

The Michigan Association of 
School Administrators OMASA) 
opposes the statewide change. 

They believe the original draft 
developed by a statewide refer¬ 
ence group-made up of parents, 
advocates, educators and policy 
makers-charged with developing 
the standards for seclusion and 
restraint, adequately balances 
the need to protect the rights of 
students, while allowing the 
school staff to provide an envi¬ 
ronment conducive to safety and 
learning. The recommendation 
the Michigan Department of 
Education (MDE) may approve is 
not reflective of that; it will 
severely restrict the options 
schools can use to protect the 
safety of its students and staff, 
according to the MASA, officials. 

“As it stands now it will jeopar¬ 
dize the safely of the general edu¬ 
cation classroom,” said Brad 
Biladeau, director of government 
relations for the MASA “If you 


look at it, it serves as a calcifica¬ 
tion for current law and our fear 
is the way it reads, it will prohibit 
teachers from adequately 
addressing emergency situations 
that arise in the classroom, like 
firearms, weapons, abuses and 
other threats.” 

Ray Gross, director of instruc¬ 
tion for the Van Buren Public 
School District, said there needs 
to be guidelines for dealing with 
restraint and seclusion, but it’s a 
delicate balance 

“There are situations where 
people are in danger or hurt and 
restraint has to be used,” he said. 
“You have to evaluate the situa¬ 
tion as you’re in it with the cir¬ 
cumstances that are taking place. 
You never want to hurt a child, 
but you always want to protect 
the child and others.” 


Gross, a former principal, said 
there really shouldn’t be a need 
for physical force that often. It 
should not be a standard prac¬ 
tice, he said. 

“The biggest thing is to use 
common sense,” said Gross. “You 
don’t want to hurt anyone, but 
there are times for safety 
involved where restraint has to 
be used in the proper way.” 

The “Supporting Student 
Behavior: Standards for the 
Emergency Use of Seclusion and 
Restraint and Recommended 
Strategic Directives” policy 
would guarantee safety of staff 
and students along with the pro¬ 
fessional development and train¬ 
ing in a way that is least harmful, 
according to the MDE. 

“There has been a lot of inter¬ 
est and public testimony. The 


issue is how much restraint and 
seclusion should schools be 
allowed,” said Martin Ackley, 
spokesperson for the MDE. “It’s a 
sensitive issue. Some feel there 
should be no restraint/seclusion, 
than there’s others who feel 
there are rare instances where 
they might need to restrain 
unruly students.” 

Ackley said the question is 
what restraint, if any, can be 
used. 

“It’s still in the review and 
development stage and we’re lis¬ 
tening to all sides. We’re being 
sensitive to all needs in this 
issue,” he said. 

The policy, which would apply 
to all students, will come back to 
the state board of education at 
the Nov. 14 meeting for possible 
action, according to Ackley.

She’s a snapshot of the past; a reminder 
of one nation’s heritage - a woman who’s 
not necessarily in touch with current 
mores. 

Queen Elizabeth II is the symbol of the 
British monarchy, something that fasci¬ 
nates even U.S. residents, probably 
because most other countries have given 
up on the concept of a royal family. 

The queen is also human, however, and 
this is made abundantly clear by Stephen 
FYears, the director of The Queen. 

The film is a retelling of the August 1997 
automobile accident that killed Princess 
Diana and catapulted Elizabeth into a situ¬ 
ation even she was unsure how to handle. 
In a situation like this - where the public 
already feels the young princess was mis¬ 
treated by an uncaring family - is it better 
to mourn in private, or in the public, 
where so many loyal subjects are demand¬ 
ing some sort of acknowledgement? 

Those dilemmas - and others - are 
brought into sharp focus in The Queen, 
which smartly avoids being an indictment 
of Elizabeth or the existence of the British 


monarchy. The Queen unfolds much like a 
documentary and refuses to make any 
judgments about the actions of the royals. 

Veteran British actress Helen Mirren, 
who is a very stylish, urbane woman, plays 
Elizabeth. She is a perfect fit forthe dowdy 
queen, and takes on an almost eerie 
resemblance to the real woman. Michael 
Sheehan, who plays Prime Minister Ibny 
Blair, also steps in to the role of person we 
see regularly with ease. 

Most of the film involves the conversa¬ 
tion between the Labour Party leader and 
the monarch - the former believes there 
must be a public showing of grief about 
Diana’s death, and the latter prefers to 
remain behind the walls of Buckingham 
Palace. Blair is walking on a very tight 
rope in his relations with the Queen to 
urge her to bend to his will. 

Elizabeth, who is confronted with an 
upset Prince Charles - her son and 
Diana’s former husband - tends to her 
family until she chooses to come out - a

has more style than substance 


I knew what to expect when I wan¬ 
dered into the theater to experience 
Marie Antoinette —a lavish historical 
epic about a controversial woman. 

I was right It was not however, the 
dry, unnecessarily stiff, made-for-PBS 
type costume drama I had expected 
and dreaded. The film broke through 
the traditional stereotypes surrounding 
Marie Antoinette, portraying her as a 
woman ill-used, misunderstood, and 
striving to find happiness in a difficult 
world rather than as a shallow, out-of¬ 
touch spendthrift Too bad it wasn’t 
enough. 

Directed by Sofia Coppola ( Lost in 
Translation, The Virgin Suicides), the 
film begins as young Marie Antoinette 
(Kirsten Dunst) is sent from her 
Austrian home to wed Louis XVI (Jason 
Schwartzman), heir to the French 
throne. She has never met the groom. 
Their marriage is simply a way to 
cement political ties between the two 
powerful regimes. At 14, she is thrust 
into a completely unfamiliar world 
with no ties to her homeland. 

Once there, court members sneer at 
her Austrian birth. Her shy husband 
doesn’t seem attracted to her and 
everyone around her has an unhealthy 
obsession with the state of her womb 
and the political ramifications. So long, 
any remnants of childhood. 

As the pressure builds, Marie 
Antoinette becomes even more of a 
round peg trying to fit into a square 
hole. She tries to make herself happy 
within the rigidly defined world of the 
French court. She communes with 
nature, reads philosophy, giggles with 
the other ladies of the court, and tries 
desperately to befriend her husband, 
lb the bitter end, her only goals are to 
be a good wife, a good mother, and to 
make those around her happy. That 
whole “Let them eat cake” thing was 
merely revolutionary propaganda, too. 


It is an unexpected view of one of 
the larger-than-life figures in European 
history. Coppola is clearly trying to 
make the film and the heroine more 
approachable. Take the figures out of 
their historic garb and throw them in 
some blue jeans and many of their 
problems translate into a modern 
American high school setting—except 
for the whole ‘responsible for the well 
being of France’ thing. But rather than 
turning her into a real woman of 
strength, integrity, and charm as well as 
human foibles, it goes too far. 

Though the film touches on her 
extensive shopping and gambling, 
Marie Antoinette is depicted as a 
rather ludicrous combination of 
Pollyanna and a good old-fashioned 
martyr I sympathize, I really do. It was 
not a life to be envied. Honestly, though, 
in this hotbed of political intrigue and 
backstabbing, wouldn’t she have lost 
some of her naivety eventually? 

The visual effects are stunning, 
though. The sets, the backgrounds, the 
costumes—including period gowns 
with skirts you could hide a 
Volkswagen Beetle in—are gorgeous. 
Much of the scenery was filmed on 
location at Versailles, the palace that j. 
was home to Marie Antoinette and 
Louis XVI. Those shots alone are 
almost worth the ticket price. 

The acting is also superb. Dunst 
does a great job as a young woman 
tossed to the political lions unarmed 
and Schwartzman is excellent as the 
reluctant king. The supporting cast, 
which includes Rip Torn, Molly 
Shannon, and Marianne Faithfull, 
works well with what the script offers 
them. 

Fbr historical purists, the film will 
be maddening. Scenes from Marie 
Antoinette’s life are included and 
*

It didn’t take Inkster long to show visit¬ 
ing Clawson that they meant business on 
Saturday in the pre-district football 
match-up. 

The field conditions were messy and 
muddy at Inkster High and, with the gusty, 
rainy wind that Mother Nature provided, 
it was a perfect setting to run the ball.

With the wind at his back junior quar¬ 
terback Aaron Shavers struck early and 
often with stellar accuracy in the blustery 
conditions.

He finished 6-of-8 (75 percent pass- 
completion ratio) for 241 yards and three 
scores.

chopped 

cup dried cherries 


Preheat oven to 350°F. Whisk 
together honey, butter, egg whites, 
cinnamon and almond flavoring.

Spoon granola mixture into a 9-inch 
nonstick (or well-greased) square pan. 
Using a piece of wax paper, firmly 
press granola mixture in pan. Bake 20 
to 25 minutes or until lightly browned.

Frozen Honey Banana Pops 

Makes 8 pops 

4 just-ripe bananas, peeled 
8 craft sticks

cracker crumbs, etc. 

Cut bananas in half cross-wise. Insert 
a craft stick into each cut end. Freeze 
for at least 30 minutes on a wax 
paper-lined tray.

Spoon about 1 
tablespoon honey over each slightly 
frozen banana, rotating and smoothing 
honey with back of spoon to coat all 
sides. Roll banana in desired topping 
until coated on all sides, pressing with 
fingertips to help toppings adhere. 
Return pop to wax paper-lined tray 
and repeat with remaining bananas. 
Freeze pops 15 minutes or more to 
set toppings. Serve.
